family of Walter Eisenhard, engineer 
at the Allentown water works. On the 
ist of May he lost a 6-year-old daugh- 
ter and last Wednesday a child seven 
months old died. It was to have been 
buried Friday afternoon, but the death 
Friday morning of another child, two 


j years old, caused a postponement of 


the funeral until Saturday afternoon 
when both were buried in one coffin. 
The only remaining child in the fami- 
ly took Friday night. 


Among the new States that will like-

horses,. 2,480-mules and 447,924sheep. 
The assessed value of property in the- 
territory last rear was 824,000,000, al- 
though one half of the improved farms 
are patented, and therefore not taxed.

SHORT 
time 
ago 
the young and old of 
Vermont 
realized 
that sugar season was 
hand, and the long 
looked for picnic was 
within their grasp. 
In this, like all others, 
things arc not as they 
used to be. 
An ago 
ago the iarmer and 
his boys, in tho fall 
oi the year when tho 
harvest' was ended, 
would take their axes 
and hie to some hard-wooded locality well 
stocked with maples and lay out for a 
spring campaign. 
Headquarters would 
bo established near some mammoth rock; 
oft-times this was so located that it fur- 
nished shelter in time of storm and gavo 
a bed for the night. 
A plan of oiiera- 
tions-was then decided upon. 
Young 
trees about one and one-half feet in di- 
ameter were cut down, <;ut up about two 
feet in length, and then dug out, making 
troughs holding not far from four or 
five gallons. 
When 
200 
or 300 of 
these had been manufactured large ma- 
ples were selected, and by the side of 
each was placed one of these troughs. 
Then a cord or two of wood was gathered 
and piled up against a rock, two big logs 
—called back-logs—were phiced in posi- 
tion to support the kettle, andsoriie large 
tree near by was cut down and that dug 
out into one immense trough for storage. 
This work would use up the befet part of 
a week, one of the number going home 
at night to look after the stock and bring 
back in tho «morning the brown bread, 
pork and beans.

storage-room for the sap, while outside 
is a thrifty pair of oxen yoked to a gath- 
ering sled, on which is a tub holding 
from twenty-five to forty pails.

meanders across the pan a dozen times or 
so, and on reaching the foot a heav\% 
clear, pure syrup is produced. 
This is 
carefully set aside until 
'»sugaring-oU 
day" comes, when it is cooked still moro 
and is ready for the tub or caking. 


About twice each week the owner of a 
sugar bush has a sugaring-oii part3\' 
First all the old folks for miles around 
come in on ox-«leds and^ou foot, and a* 
good old-fashioned timo is enjoyed. 
No 
one seems to realize that they are growing 
old. 
Later on the coming generation- 
are on hand and buxom girls, hopeful, 
young men, maidens, and boys gather at! 
the sugar-house. 
They arc in for a good, 
time. 
First there may be a tug-of-war,^ 
with snow-balls, in which the girls tako' 
an active i)art, and a Vermont girl cau 
throw a. snow-ball with hitting effect. 
She uses more precision firing at a young 
man for w^om she has no admiration 
than when she tries to '*shoo a hen" off 
the garden patch. 
"When the war is over 
the manufacture of paddles is in order. 
To cat sugar with a spoon in the woods 
would bo regarded as a violation of all 
the rules of ctiquet. 
So tho young man 
takes his ''best girl" one side, and se- 
lecting a sofa—usually a large log, or if 
lighter furniture is required two buckets 
are 
inverted—they 
sit 
down 
and 
commence work on their paddles. 
The 
paddles being made, down to the sugar- 
House tnoy go, secure a pint or more of 
the syrup, and start for a snowbank,upon 
which they pour ii. This at once hardens 
and furnishes a sugar repast that can not 
be excelled. 
For ' a quarter of a mt!0 
about the sugar-house you will see these 
pairs cooing and eating maple sugar in 
its primitive state. 


The pure Vermont maple syrup is an 
entirely different article from that vended

head of the house gets a little sleep whilb 
the wife or some of the children keep' 
the kettle full and the fire "a-humping." 
A "humping tire" is what the sugar- 
maker always enjoys. 
Ofttimes these- 
sugar orchards are near -each other, and 
family visits are in order and some love- 
making is indulged in. 
Lads and lasses, 
play ^^high-low-jack," 
and watch the 
fire, kettle, and each other. 


In. the old days a very respectable' 
quiility of sugar was made, but only a 
little more than necessary for home use, j 
although 100 pounds or so sometimes: 
Avas exchanged for store pay. 
The 
farmer who then controled 
a 
sugar 
orchard of 300 or 400 trees was them 
recognized as one of the biggest men in 
town. 
At the present time the farmer is 
not content with less than lUOO trees, 
and he holds them as precious as the 
ownei' of an orange orchard 
does his 
fruit trees. 
Every young maj)le js care- 


fullv looked after. 
If there is a scrub 
«« 


oak, beech or birch to impede its growth 
it is cut into firewood. Many an orchard 
to-day is so cleared of fallen timbers and 
under-brush that in the summer months 
one cau drive over nearly every portion 
of it with a horse and buggy. 
The 
small streams are bridged and good roads 
are-found on all sides. 
If there be a 
cheerful spot on earth during the summer 
months it's the farmer's sugar-place. 
Here are the finest songsters in the world 
and the squirrel is the princOipf the 
field. 
Many farmers will not allow'a gun 
to be taken into a sugar-bush, and oft- 
times in the spring they place within 
easy reacli of the squirrels near the gugar- 
house a few ears of corn, because they 
enjoy the conipany of the lively creatures, 
which often are quit^ domestic.

PIXOUSHrOK'. 


An English muffin pincushion is a 
novel idea, and is made as follows: Take 
one yard- of Canton flannel, cut in strips 
one and one-half inches wide, sew the 
strips together at narrowest part till you 
have ono very long strip. 
Then com- 
mence and roll tightly, as tape is rolled, 
or aa physicians roll bandages. 
The 
cushion when round should bo four and 
one-half inches in diameter. 
Cover with 
one layer of cotton batting. 
Cut pieces 
of plugh one-half inch larger than the 
cushion, cover neatly and sew to the 
flannel. 
A narrow strip of the batting 
is put around cashion. 
This is covered 
with 'three-quarters of a yard oS robin 
shade of plush. 
The ribbon may or may 
not be feather stitched on each side. 
Hake a loop oi one-quarter of a yard of 
somcikind of ribbon to hang by. 
Fill a 
small brass ring with single crochet, run 
the loop through that before fastening to 
cushion. 
Stick sixteen pins, four in a 
row, on each side of cushion, to look 
like a cracker,— Yankee 
BladQ. 


ItECIPES. 


ililk Soup—Take ono quart of milk, 
add a pinch of salt; beat ono egg -well, 
Btir in flour tp thicken that has one-fourth 
teaspoonful of baking powder mixed 
through it. 
Mix the eggs and flour so it 
will form lumps; when the ijiilk boils, 
stir them in and cook two or three 
minutes, and you will have a nice soup. 


Stewed. Meat—Cut it into small pieces, 
not over a quarter of a pound each; put 
it into a covered vessel with only enough 
water to. cover it, and lot it simmer for a 
couple of hours over a slow fire, adding 
hot water from time to time. 
Season 
with salt, pepper and onions, or any 
other spice desired; dredge in a little 
flour -ai^d bring to a quick boil for half 
an hour. 
' Steamed Spring Chicken—^Take a half 
grown spring chicken, split down the 
back, rub with salt and pepper, place in 
a steamer and steam one hour. 
Prepare 
a sauce of one pint of cream, half a pint 
of boiling water, six spoonfuls of flour, a 
tablespoonful of cornstarch and butter 
each, with pepper, salt and a few drops 
of extract of celery. 
Mix all together, 
let boil one minute, and pour over tho 
chicken, 
' Good Breakfast Mufiins—Break two 
eggs in a bowl and beat till very light, 
add a pinch of salt and ))y degrees three 
cups of sweet milk and one quart of flour 
in which iswell mixed three teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder. 
Beat this mixture 
very hard and nearly fill the gem pans, 
which have been well greased, and bake 
fifteen or twenty minutes in a hot oven. 
If these are made riglit, they will be 
found delicious. 


Veal Cutlet Breaded—Divide the meat 
in pieces ready for serving, place these 
on a boafU and pound them well with a 
potato masher; then season with pepper 
and salt and dip in egg aud either rolled 
cracker or sifted bread crumbs. 
Fry 
slowly, keeping the pan covered. When 
nicely browned lift the cover and pour 
into the pan a cup of cold water, 
Ke- 
cover quickly and let the meat lie in tho 
Bteam for a few minutes. 
Then thicken 
tlie gravy with browned flour, and let 
the cutlets simmer in it for a few min- 
utes longer. Place the meat on a platter, 
pour the gravy through a strainer over it 
aud serve.

(Death of John M. Krauth, Esq. 
District Attorney John M. Krauth 
died at his residence in Gettysburg, 
Saturday morning, after an illness 
which had confined him to the house 
since January. 
Mr. Erauth was the 
youngest son of the Rev. Dr. Charles 
P. Krauth, and was born March 3, 
1846, in the old college building dur- 
ing bis father's presidency of that in- 
stitution. 


He was educated at Pennsylvania 
college and was graduated in the class 
of 1864. 
Before graduation he en- 
listed in Co. A 26th Eeg. Pa. Militia, 
and served ui:til July 30, 1863. 
He 
then enlisted in the Signal Corps, 
serving until the close of the war. He 
was admitted to the Bar in 1867; was 
appointed assistât assessor of intern- 
al revenue in 1869 and served until 
1873, and was postmaster at Gettys- 
burg from 1877 to 1885. For seven- 
teen years he was a member of the 
public school board of Gettysburg, 
and for ten years was a member of 
the board of the board of trustees of 
the college, its secretary and on most 
of its important committes. 
He was 
president of tlie Gettysburg building 
association, a Mason and promiûj#nt 
in Corporal Skelly Post, G. A» li. 
In 1885 he was elected District At- 
torney and was re-elected in 1889. 
Three years ago, upon the death of 
Mr. Buehler, he succeeded to the ed- 
itorship of the Star & Sentinel, and 
filled the position very acceptably up 
to within a short time of his death. 
He leaves a wife and two 
chil- 
dren.

largely attended, took place Monday 
afternoon,th© exercises being conduct- 
ed by the Itev.

But with an examination of the cutting 
instrument concealed in his mouth won-* 
der on this scoro vanishes. 
It resemblea^^ 
a long, narrow ribbon coiled in such a. 
manner that only a small portion of it is 
called into use at onfte. Thickly dis-1 
tributed over the entire surface of thisi 
ribbon are an immense number of exces- 
sively sharp little teeth, designed in a, 
manner which admirably adapts them to; 
tho purpose for which they were in-, 
tended, 
Tho quantity of these teeth is- 
incredible—ono species, for instance, has 
been indisputably proved to possess aa, 
many as ¿30,000 of them. 
Tho reason for 
their disposition on a coiled, ribbonliko! 
surface lies, is tho fact that by uso they^ 
become worn away. 
As this happens^ 
the ribbon is uncoiled, and tho teeth.' 
which before were wrapped up iu it, atj. 
the back of the snail's mouth, come for- 
ward to take tho place of those which! 
have served their turn. 
The upper part, 
of the mouth consists of a horny suriacoi 
against which the sharp-tongued" mouth 
work. 
A leaf which is to be operated-' 
upon is caught betsveen the two and sub- 
jected to a regular file-like rasping on. 
the part of the tongue. 
Bo effective an 
instrument does this form that the tough, 
leaves of the lily may often be .found to; 
bo entirely rasped off by it.—

English manufacturers have lately pro- 
duced a. new waterproof fabric which is 
claimed to possess some special advan- 
tages over ordinary materials of thi^kind, 
being free from the objections pertaining 
to those that are impervious to.air, the 
result of the coatings of India rubber and 
other non-porous substances which are 
applied as a film over the textile base of 
the cloth. 


The opening of the first submarine 
telephone cable has recently taken 2}lace. 
The cable runs betweeri Montevideo and 
Buenos Ayres, South Anierica, and ig 
thirty-two miles long, the total length 
with the overhead line being 180 miles. 
On this line there ave ilvc -intermediate 
stations, all of which can telephone and 
telegraph simultaneously 
with all the 
other stations. 


Those who have spent a half hour o; 
do trying to ring up a man at. the othei 
end of a telephone line, and have found 
out after much eliort that there was no 
one there, would feel better if there was 
on the market something which would 
at once, when a box was rung up, give a 
aignal stating that there was no one to 
receive a message, and how convenieni 
if some attachment could be devised foi 
comnmjiicating the time the person would 
return to receive the message. 


One of the most remarkable products 
of French ingenuity at the present time 
is a fibrous substance called celluiose,and 
which, by some secret mechanical pro- 
cess, is obtained from the ordinrry cocoa- 
nut husk. 
When compressed, its specitic 
gravity is far less than tliat of cork—it is 
claimed, indeed, that it is the lightest 
solid known, and, therefore, of peuuliai 
value for life belts and life mattresses, 
while in large quantities its buoyancy 
would render a largo vessel absolutely 
nou-sinkable.
